ATTACKS MADE BEFORE DAYBREAK 
IN FIRST SNOWSTORM OF SEASON |=

WITH THE BRITISH!FORCES IN 
PRANCE, November 18, via London 
British and Canadian troops won a 
battle in a snowstorm this morning. 
Advancing on both sides of the river 
in e@asterly and northerly directions, 
they took more than 500 prisoners 
and established a new line on both 
sides and at the edge of the village of 
Crandecourt, for the possession of 
whieh severe fighting continued 
throughout the day. 

Atlicks from the south were made 
before daybreak while a_ stiff wind 
sent flurries of snow into the faces of 
the British and Canadian soldiers as 
they pushed down the slope towards 
the marshes along the Ancre. It was 
the first snow of the season, follow- 
ing two days and nights of intense dry 
cold, which hardened the swamp of 
“No Man's Land,” after nearly three 
nionths of constant rainfall, thus giv- 
ing the attueking infantry a firm foot- 
held on the frozen ground. They ad- 
vanced nearly a, quarter of a mile on 
a three mile front tothe German posi- 
tion south of the villages of Grande- 
court, Petit Miraumont and Pys, and 
occupied the trench without great re- 
sistance, except south of Grande- 
court, Where the batteries and machine 
guns holding the sunken  Pozieres 
Poad Checked the British, Bisxewhere 
the German trench was virtually de- 
stroyed by the preparatory bombard- 
ment, the surviving Germans, includ- 
ing Saxons, form surrendering 
through their officers who met the 
tish as they came over the ruined 
parapet, 

British Bombers Advance, 

Parties of the British bombers ad- 
vanced to the next German line, whieh 
is the last on the south side of the 


Anere, raided the position and return- 
ed to the trench previously captured 
which by now had been consolidated, 


Infantry detachments worked up the 
river bank from the western end of 
CGrandecourt, got a footing in the 
ruins and craters and took the lower 
end of the main street paralleling the 
Anecre, of which the Germans hold the 
remainder. 

On the north side of the Ancre the 
advance was made from the eastern 
end of Beaucourt. Capturing Holland 
wood, the patrols pushed forward to 
the Puhusix trench, a part of the 
original German second line and the 
end of which at the river bank the 
British now hold. 

Today's successes give the British 
command of ruined villages, fortified 
farms and other strong German posi- 
tions In the Anere valley.

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NORTHERN ALBERTA TUBERS 
ARE BRINGING FANCY PRICES 


Spud Crop Lures Buyers From All | 
Big! American Centres to Com- 
pete With Ontario 


No Less Than 260 Cars of Pota- 
toes Have Been Bought up 
For Eastern Markets 


Great good fortune has followed in 
the wake of Alberta's potato fork in 
this season of lofty prices, the tubers 
of an almost forgotten importance 
bursting into the market limelight 
with a record that places the Edmon- 
ton district crop on a plane with his 
royal higness King Wheat. 

According to figures obtained from 
the three great railway systems oper- 
ating to the east of Bdmonton, the 
district tributary to this city has »hip- 


ped approximptely 210,000 bushels 
thus far during the season, no iess 


than 260 cars being bought up for the 
eastern Canada and American mar- 
kets. 

Buyers From Afar 

For the first time perhaps in the 
history of the northern part of the 
province its potato crop has lured 
buyers from all the big American cen- 
tres to the east of the central states. 
Chicago, New York Minneapolis, De- 
troit and a number of other big cities 
have had representatives scouring the 
Edmonton § district competing with 
Ontario buyers large and small, and 
litthe wonder that the price has soar- 
ed from the first and brief offering of 
35 cents per bushel to the present level 
of from 65 to 75 cents at the various 
shipping points. From statistics gath- 
ered by the Bulletin it is safe to say 
that the average price obtained for 
Northern Alberta tubers which have 
gone in an unending stream to eastern 
distributing points has been at least 
55 cents. What this has meant to the 
farmers who have hitherto raised po- 
tatoes in a self sacrificing spirit is no 
inconsiderable addition to the big fig- 
ures being received for grain and live 
stock, 

Approximately the Grand Trunk 
Pacific has shipped 160 cars of pota- 
toes eastward, the Canadian Northern 
100 cars and the Canadian Pacific 100 
cars. These have practically all gone 
to Toronto and to American destina- 
tions. The Grand Trunk’s business 
has been made the heavier by the ex- 
tent of the potato raising industry at 
such points as Stony Plain and Spruce 
Grove. Complete returns are not avail- 
wble from these place, but 31 cars 
have gone from the city alone within 
the past few days. On the Canadian 
Pacitic, Leduc has furnished a large 
volume of business.

A brisk turn has been given the pro- 
duce business on the Rice street mar- 
ket by the mild weather, the Saturday 
delivery and demand being the 
strongest for some weeks past. Pro- 
duce was on the square early in the 
morning and by noon some of the 
farmers and hucksters were sold out. 
However, the delivery kept pace with 
the demand and Only butter ,eggs and 
a few lines of vegetables showed 4 
scarcity in tho afternoon. 

Eggs have been offering more free- 
ly--within the past week on the mar- 
ket’ but at that has not met the de- 
mand, the price advancing to 50 cents 
per dozen, Butter to has shown @ 
general increase fn price, some of the 
best being disposed of at 50 cents per 
pound, the general price ranging froin 
40 to 45 cents, —_ 

Meats have been coming in more 
steadily thé offering of poultry being 
particularly good. Geese are not 
bringing more than chickens, more 
being on the market than usual at 
this season of tke year. Chickens and 
fowl sell at from 60 to 80 cents éach 
alive, this being gthe favorite method 
of disposing of Them, amongst the 
patrons of the market. High prices 
were asked for purk and beef, very 
little being offered for sale.

GERMAN VERSION 
OF ANCRE FIGHTING 


BERLIN, via wireless to Sayville, 
Noy. 19—British troops in thetr new 
offensive in the Anecre river region of 
rance yesterday met with a sanguin- 
ary reverse, gaining at only a few 
places insignificant pieces of ground, 
according to the official statement is- 
sued today, The points where the 
Germans were pushed back, the state- 
ment adds, were to the southwest of 
Serre, in Grandcourt, and to the south 
of the latter town. French infantry 
attacks in St, Pierre Vaast woods 
broke down under heavy losses to the 
attackers. The text of the statement 
reads 

“Western war theatre: Army group 
of Crown Prince Rupprecht: Artillery 
fire directed for some days against our 
positions on both sides of the river 
Ancre made way for a continuation of 
the English attack. Cavalry appear- 
ing yesterday behind the hostile frent, 
and the enormous increase of fire be- 
winning early in the morning, an- 
uaunced a new great attempt to break 
through our lines.,, The attempt end- 
ed in @ sanguinary reverse and gave 
them at only a few places an insignifi 
cant gain of ground, Troops under the 
command of General Fuchs and Bar- 
on Marschall, in tenacious resistance, 
opposed the English thrust.

The club elected the premier as an 
honorary life member.

Some of his home-folks told him he 
was a “darned old fool” to enlist at 
63. But “Foghorn” had been a miner 
all his days. He had hit the western 
trail from sunbaked Batohilas in the 
wilds of Mexico, to the snow shrouded 
valleys of the Yukon and he knew 
what perseverance and _ pluck and 
perseverance and pluck and courage 
and sacrifice could do, 

He knew he would “make the 
grade” and so did a great crowd of his 
friends who gathered a day or two 
ago to “wet” that new third stripe and 
crown on the cuffs of his khaki army 
jacket. He was back from the front 
to receive his latest promotions, and 
he was toasted a sergeant major of 
His Majesty's forces. 

How He Gets Name 

“Foghorn' was born Neil Roderick 
McDonald, but there are compara- 
tively few who know him by that dis- 
tinguished name. It's just plain 
“Foghorn” nowadays from one end 
of the trenches to the other, and one 
earful of that low rumbling, window- 
shattering, rock-splitting voice ex- 
plodes all possible doubt as to the 
derivation of the nick-name, 

There are plenty of Germans who 
know “Foghorn,” too. In the days of 
the deathly deadlock, when trenches 
crept closer and closer together, he 
was one of those who burrowed be- 
neath the earth and set off the great 
mines under the enemy. He had not 
been a mining engineer in vain. oOf- 
ten his voice would go booming 
across “no man's land" hurling pic- 
turesque invective at the Germans, 

Men Would Follow Him 

Not to know “Foghorn"’ McDonald 
is to miss one of the big human per- 
sonalities of this war. It is not diff- 
cult to realize what a tower of en- 
couragement and strength he is to the 
soldiers at the front. 

“He is the sort of officer whose men 
would follow him to the gates of hell 
itself and walk in laughing,” declar- 
ed Major “Eddie” Holland, a long 
time friend, and a “V.C." of the South 
African war. 

“And speaking of hell,’ he added, 
“there may or may not be something 
in the fact that ‘Foghorn’ belongs to 
the ‘Little Black Devils’ of Winnipeg.”

New York Firm Gives Aid to Par- 
is, Bordeaux, Lyons and 
Marseilles 


NEW‘ YORK, Nov 17. — Kuhn, 
Loeb & Company, who recently made 
a loan of $60,000,00 to the City of 
Paris to relieve the sufferings of that 
community as a result of the war, and 
for other municipal purposes, today 
announced the closing of similar loans, 
for $20,000,000 each, to the munici- 
palities of Bordeaux, Lyons and Mar- 
seilles. The negotiation in each inst- 


ance is in the form of thre-year six 
per cent, “bonds, and it is understood 
that no part of the proceeds will be 


employed in the purchase of war sup- 
plies, 

The principal and tnterest of 
bonds are payable at the option of the 
holder either in United States gold 
coin in New York or in France at the 
fixed rate of 5.80 per dollar. There 
is, therefore, the possibility of a sub- 
stanWal profit in exchange, inasmuch 
ts the normal rate of exchange before 
the war was about 5,18 franes per 
dollar,

public is to undertake to furnish, if 
necessary, to the three cities gold to 
the amount needed to enable the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of 
the loan in New York.
